Supreme Court Resumes Hearing of 
Governorship Case. 

Washington. May 1.—The supreme court 
resumed its hearing today in the Ken- 
tucky governorship case, Hon. W. O. 
Bradley, formerly governor of the state, 
being the first speaker. He appeared for 
tovernor Taylor. This, the first contest 
the state has ever had over that office, 
would never have occurred, he said, but 
for the Goebel law. He argued that Tay- 
lor’s title was complete; that he was not 
only de jure governor, but de facto gov- 
ernor as well, and that every step he had 
taken as governor was Officially good 
under the law. 

On the point of jurisdiction he contend- 


ed that the pending case is very similar 
to that of Thayer vs. Boyd, of Qebraska, 
in which jurisdiction had been assumed. 
He met the argument of Governor Beck- 
ham’s counsel that an office was not prop- 
erty by quoting authorities to the con- 
trary. In a case like this of the govern- 
orship there was no such thing as an ap- 
peal to the people. The adjudication was 
necessary. 

Under the state constitution the state 
legislature was nothing more than a board 
of contest. This was a special power, 
and it was limited by the constitution. 
If this limitation was transcended the 
act was tyraniical, and such the speaker 
claimed the act of the legislature in this 
case to be. He challenged the method 
observed in drawing the board and lack 
of sufficient notice. He argued the legis- 
lature had no jurisdiction, alleging as one 
point the failure of the contest notice to 
State the ground of contest under the 
law. The legislature's finding he attack- 
ed as irregular and void. He closed with 
an appeal for recognition by the court.

London, May 2-4 4. m.—Fighting, 
heavier than any since Ladysmith, seems 
to be imminent near Thabanchu, The 
dispatches of Lord Roberts, dated Mon- 
day and Tuesday, show that the Boer rear 
guard, stubbornly resisting his advance, 
forced the British on Saturday and Sua- 
day to act chiefly on the defensive. ___ 

General French, who is directing _the 
operations, has at least 15,000 men, some 
estimates give him 30,000. The Boers are 
estimated to be at least 6,000 strong and 
possibly 10,000. 

According to a dispatch from Pretoria 
dated April 28th, they were expecting to 
give battle, and have numerous artillery. 
So long as the Boers engage the attention 
of half of Lord Roberts's force at Tha- 
banchu his advance toward Pretoria will 
be delayed. No one here, however, con- 
siders that General Botha will be able to 
stand longer than a few days. The feeling 
is that he must be beaten off by the 
masses of Lord Roberts. 

The Boers attacked the British outposts 
at Boshof, the headquarters of Lord Me- 
thuen on April 28th, but without result. 
The British guns at Warrenton shell<cd 
the Boers out of their half constructed 


trenches Sunday.

| hold, until finally the couple, firm in 
‘their convictions on this one point, 
|and neither willing to yield, separated, 
| At this juncture the Gerry Society, 
‘that paternal and somewhat officious 
| institution organized for the protection 
of the children of irresponsible parents, 
| appeared on the scene and decreed that 
| the youngsters should not charm New 
York audiences by their eraceful danc- 
ing, and the family quarrel was settled 
thus forcibly. The husband and wife, 
| however, are still separated. 
| The story is an instructive one, as 
illustrating the oft-repeated advice of 
our social monitors, that husbands and 
| wives should defer to each other, and 
| only disagree on matters involving 
| grave moral questions. As to whether 
| the case in point does this can safely 
_be left to the judgment of the individ- 
ual reader.

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The Process of Reformation. 
The discussion attending the election 
'upon the juvenile reformatory project 
draws renewed attention to the sub- 
_ject of saving fallen humanity. 

The process of reformation, natural 
as it is, and belonging as it daes to 
the philosophy of religion, is one which 
has really received but recent atten- 
tion. Almost up to our own day the 
prisoner was regarded as abandoned 
| both of God and man, having probably 

a little hope in the hereafter. but none 
whatever in the present. When the 
celebrated John Howard took up the 
ills of this human driftwood, and at- 
tempted to put their erlevances before 
the world, he was considered an im- 
practicable man, and no one for an in- 
stant believed that anything good could 
come out of his campaign. Neverthe- 
less he established the principle that 
our unfortunate brethren, even when 
under the shadow of the law, had re- 
maining certain rights, and that the 
community, while inflicting deserved 
punishment upon those who had vio- 
lated law, had, at the same time, a 
responsibility for the betterment and 
the improvement of those who. in time, 
would again take their places among 
the people. Prison reform, therefore, 
| became a standard subject for humani- 
|tarians. First, the humane treatment 
of the prisoner while under bond, and 
secondly, the mending of his character 
through good surroundings, if such 
amendment were possible. The result 
is that in the present day prison re- 
form has become an accomplished fact, 
and that community which consigns 
its victim to dark dungeons or noisome 
| surroundings, is regarded as being be- 
|hind the times. 

One of the latest tncidents in this 
work has been reported by Hon. E. G. 
Coffin, late warden of the Ohio peéni- 
| tentiary, regarding the abolition of the 
brutal striped suits which has become 
'the special uniform of the prisoner. 
Warden Coffin rightly held that the 
man who can wear this garb for even 
|ONe year and put on reformation with 
his civilian suit when he is discharged 

from prison is of the stuff that heroes 
are made. “Every time,” says he, “‘that 
the wearer’s eye lights upon it, he is 
painfully taueht that his clothes are 
the habiliments of degradation, and it 
cannot be fairly said of him that with 
his ‘stripes he is healed.” They keep 
the wounds of crime open instead of 
cicatrizing them, because they are a 
constant reproach to him.” 

The visible curse of society, this 
suit stands as an accusation and pun- 
ishment, and every time the prisoner 
looks upon it he feels that heis a 
' marked being, and has no incentive to 
reform. Warden Coffin grew to dislike 
this added punishment of criminals the 
more he studied it, and one day he an- 
nounced in chapel to the assembled 
2,300 prisoners that he intended to do 
away with the stripes, when, as de- 
| scribed, ‘‘a shout arose” that almost 

loosened the slates of the rodf. It wag 
like the cheer of a charging army, and 
if it were not too out-of-date to be: 
lieve in angels, one might Well sup- 
| pose that heaven struck the louder

and environment, carrying with them 
the stains of heredity and often Ol 
shame. if Christian hands would gently 
point the way to a better life. and 
| dispelling the mists and clouds, direct 
their gaze to that sun which shines 
for all. and whose penetrating rays can 
reach every heart with a strength 
which is only a foretaste of that grace 
| which follows after, and which would 
make us all feel that we were engaged 
in angel’s work.

'that it was because of the present 
'mode of government which removed 
' school] contro! from the loca] commun- 
‘itv. and made it a matter of general

In the ab- 
sence of the people concerned, they 
discuss the making of school districts, 
and the appointments of teachers, 
without any regard whatever to the 
wishes or feelings of those who are 
immediately concerned, and who 
would give a wonderful impetus to 
school work was their interest once 
aroused. The most responsible office 
in Georgia, the one holding the most 
honor, should be the militia district 
schoo] commissioner, who would spend 
the contribution of the state consclen- 
tiously, but arouse his neighbors as 
well to add to this fund in the pro- 
portion that he stirred up their pa- 
triotism and enterprise. <As it is the 
management of the school is too far 
removed from the parents. and as a 
consequence loses the benefit of local 
initiative and local rivalry. To illus- 
trate our point, we might take almost 
any adjoining county. The _ school 
board, composed of one man from 
each very large district, meets at the 
county seat. At its consultations it 
is impossible for all the people to 
be present, and thus the most impor- 
tant matters are considered in the ab- 
sence of the peopta terested. In the 
location of a sehoolhouse the neigh- 
borhood has no voice. It simply hears 
through some chance traveler that a 
certain road corner has been adopted, 
and fhat is the end of it. Instead of 
dividing the county into school dis- 
tricts, and calling a meeting of the 


matter which is so important to them, 
an opposite course is pursued, and 
they understand very little of what is 
going on. 

It may be asked what is the benefit 
of this discussion?. The reply is sim- 
ple and very much to the point. 
support of a public school system de- 
pends quite as much upon the indi- 
vidual interest of the people as it 
does upon the dollars which the legis- 
lature may appropriate.

the members of my company who went on 
this extremely sad mission.” 


The letter tnterested me so much that 
I asked Mr. Mitchell veveral questions. 

“*Yes,’’ he replied, ‘I think it was on 
the 18th of April, 1865. when an escort 
composed of forty men of Cobb’s Legion 
of cavalry and twenty from the Jeff Da- 
vis Legion, under the command of Lieu- 
tenant Payne, of the Fulton Dragoons, 
and Colonel Waring, of the Jeff Davis 
Legion, rode with General Joe Johnston 
from Hillsboro, N. C., to the Bennett 
house to meet General Sherman and ar- 
range the terms of surrender. 

‘‘Hampton and other generals accompa- 
nied Johnston, while Kilpatrick and 
other federal officers were with Sherman. 


“The Bennett cottage was a small farm 
house between HilJsboru and Durham sta- 
tion. 

‘When we came in sight of the federal 
pickets we sent forward a flag of truce, 
and notified General Sherman of the 
presence of General Johnston. 

“Sherman with an escort came forward. 
Our escort fell back some distance on one 
side of the house and General Sherman's 
escort retired about the same distance 
on the other side, 


“After the officers had entered the house 
quite a number of Sherman's escort came 
over to see us. They were all in bright, 
new uniforms, buoyant in spirits and 
thev seemed to be delighted at the pros- 
pect of peace, 

“On the other hand, we had nothing bet- 
ter than our old slouch hats, and our tat- 
tered gray suits, and despite our depress- 
ed state of mind we talked hopefully of 
continuing the struggle if we failed to 
secure satisfactory terms, 


“The federals treated us very nicely. 
From them we heard for the first time of 
the assassination of /President Lineoln.

MEBTS IN ATLANTA 


Many Distinguished Presbyterians Will 
Be in the City. 


SESSION OPENS MAY 17TH. 


Interesting Sessions Will Be Held 
for Several Dayp

SOME IMPORTANT MATTERS WILL COME UP 


Sessions Will Be Open to the Public, 
Except on Special Occasions. 
An Important Gathering. 


The general assembry of the Presbyte- 
rian church in the United States, popu 
larly known as the Southern Presbyterian 
church, will meet in this city May I17th 
at 11 o’clock in the morning. 

At the same time the general assembly 
of the Presbyterian church in the United 
States of America, otherwise called the 
Northern Presbyterian church, will con- 
vene in St. Louls. 

It is a coincidence that the moderator 
who will open the southern assembly ip 
Atlanta is pastor of one of the largest 
churches in St. Louis, the place where the 
northern assembly will be in session. 

The general assembly is the Nigheb’t 
court of the Presbyterian church. Ac- 
cording to the Presbyterian system, each 
congregation is governed by a court called 
the church session, made up of the pas- 


and so many ruling elders as may have 
been elected by the people of that congre- 
gation. The session is the lowest of the 
system of graded church courts. The 
presoytery comes next. It is made up of 
all the ministers in a giv«in territory, to- 
gether with one ruling elder elected by 
each session within the given area. The 
presbytery has jurisdiction over the af- 
fairs of the church within its bounds. 
Then comes the synod, which must con- 
tain at least three presbyteries. The 
synod’s membership is made up of all the 
ministers of the presbyteries and one 
elder from each of the churches within 
its bounds. Next and last comes the gen- 
eral assembly. This highest court is com- 
posed of one minister and one ruling el- 
der from each presbytery, chosen my the 
presbyteries’ bailot. In cases where the 
presbytery is a large one, two ministers 
and two ruling elders are sent up. 

The ministers and elders elected to an 
assembly by their presbyteries are known 
in church parlance as “commissioners.” 
The number. of commissioners expected 
to attend this Atlanta assembly is about 
185. Besides the commissioners there will 
be the stated clerk, permanent clerk and 
secretaries of the several executive com- 
mittees who supervise the general as- 
sembly’s benevolent work between the 
annual sessions of the body.

“The Pasteur institute is now taking on 
the form of realization; in fact, we are 
practically sure of it. The people of the 
state are giving it their hearty support. 

“Statistics from the threo institutes in 
the United States show that hydrophobia 
is much more common than ts generally 
supposed, and hundreds of deaths occur 
from it annually. In the south it is very 
frequent, and comparatively few are 
treated specifically at present; only the 
cautery and the “mad stone’ remain to 
soothe their terrors. 

“Ags to the value of the specific treat- 
ment by the Pasteur method, all are 
agreed. Statistics show that only about 
one-thirteenth of one per cent die after 
the treatment; and usually those that 
do dte come too late for treatment and 
die while undergoing the latter.”

History of the Case. 

The fight between the rival Atlanta 
street railway lines began in the midauaie 
of last summer when the Collins Park 
and Belt railroad asked for certain im- 
portant franchises, The opposition on the 
part of the Atlanta Railway and Power 
Company, the Mercantile Trust and De- 
posit Company of Baltimore, trustee for 
he former corporation’s bonds, and the 
Atlanta Railway Company was strenuous 
und for several weeks the action of the 
council was problematical, The commit- 
tee on electric and other railroads report- 
ed in favor of the Collins Park requests, 
after hearing exhaustive evidence and ar- 
gument and the franchises went through 
accordingly. 

Under the provisions of the franchises 
the city authorized the Collins Park line 
to condemn the track of the Consolidated 
under certain conditions. In accordance 
with this authority the necessary notice 
of condemnation was given, but before the 
expiration of the time limit, a temporary 
restraining order was obtained from 
Judge Newman, of tir federal court, by 
the Consolidated people. 

A strong array of legal talent fought 
over the ground before Judge Newman. 
The plaintiff corporations were represent- 
ed by Messrs King & Anderson, Lewis 
W. Thomas, CC. P. Goree and Messrs. 
Goodwin. & Hallman. The attorneys for 
the defense were Messrs. Brandon and 
Arkwright, Rosser & Carter, John L. 
Hopkins & Sons and King & Spalding.

In Western Paving and Supply Co. v. 
Citizens’ St. Railroad Co., 128 Ind. 825, the 
rule on this subject is stated in this way: 

It is settled that a charter granted by 
the comnion council to a street railway 
company to construct and operate a street 
railway within the corporate limits of the 
city, constitutes a contract between such 
railway company and the city.” Citing: 
Chicago v. Sheldan, 9 Wall, %: Coast Line 
R. R. Co. v. Mayor, 3 Fed. 646; State Ex. 
Rel. v. Corrigan St. Ry. Co., 85 Mo, 263; 
Columbia v. Washington, etc., R. R. Co. 
and Am. and Eng. R. cases, 161., Farrar v. 
City of St. Louis, 3 Ma. 329; New Orleans 
Gas Co. v. Leuisiana light Co., 115 U. S. 
650; Greenwood v. Freight,.105 U. Cc. 13; 
New Jersey v. Yard, 95 U. 8S. 104, 

Judge Newman goes on to cite authorl- 
tles bearing on the case. He dwells vpon 
the power of eminent domain as pertains 
to the acticn of the city !n the premises, 
and deciares that the contention of the 
complainants that the city could not 
legally make the reservations under which 
condemnation proceed'!ngs were had, is 
not well taken. He quotea from the state 
constitution, article 3, section 7, para- 
graph 20. As the Congolidated Company 
accepted the grant. with the reservation 
in it, it is bound by It. 

Then follows a technical discussion of 
the meaning of the term “lines’’ in the 
reservation, and other language therein 
that is somewhat ambiguous. The to- 
pography of the city is explained to de- 
termine its center within the meaning of 
the franchise. The extent of the power 
of the city to take the action it did is 
inquired into, and the charter of the Col- 
lins Park company is quoted in full. 

In reply to the contention of the plain- 
tiffs that the city, and not the Collins 
Park company, should institute condemna- 
tion proceedings, Judge Newman held 
that the code of Georgia, section 4667, et 
Seq., gives the municipality the right to 
proceed as it did. He expresses ilic belief 
that arbitrators should have been ap- 
pointed by all the parties at interest, as 
allowed by the statute. 

To the contention of the Consolidated 
that it is not practicable for the two lines 
to use the same track in certain portions 
of the city, and that as practicable routes 
could have been selectel for the Collins 
Park without making necessary the joint 
use of the track, Judge Newman says the 
city council looked into that, and it Is 
presumed its action was governed by 
wisdom and justice. He continues: 

We come now to consider each of these 
grants to the Collins Park company to use 
the track of the Ratlway and Power com- 
pany separately, and to apply to these 
Several grants the conclusions that have 
been reached as hereinbefore expressed. 
These are not taken in the order which 
they appear in the committee's report 
adopted by the city council, but are refer- 
red to in such a@ way ag they can be more 
easily and readily disposed of. 

The first considered is the grant to use 
the tracks of the Railway and Power 
company on Whitehall street from Mitch- 
ell to Alabama. The right as expressed 
in the grant is to use the double tracks 
of the Railway and Power company on 
Whitehall street between Mitchell and 
Alabama, the right thus granted involving 
a change of the single track between Hun- 
ter and Alabama so as to make the same 
a double track to be used jointly by the 
two companies, This part of the Railway 
and Power company’s track between 
Mitchell and Alabama is clearly within 
the central portion of the city. The judg- 
ment of the city council] that the joint use 
of tracks at this point is necessary. is so 
reasonable and proper under the evidence 
and from common observation that it 
may pass without question. The only 
matter of any difficulty involved is that 
which requires the Railway and Power 
company to use the tracks which will 
be laid between Hunter and Alabama by 
the Collins Park company. It is hardly 
contested that the city could even in the 
exercise of its general powers over the 
Streets, require the Rallway and Power 
company to move its track to one side of 
the street at this and allow the new 
company to build another track. 

If this be true, it seems entirety reason- 
able that the city might, under a fair and 
just construction of this reservation, re- 
quire cars to be so operated by both com- 
panies as that at this congested point the 
cars on one side of the street should all 
move in one direction, and on the other 
sie in the opposite direction. It is not 
entirely clear, either from the present lo- 
cation of the tracks, that It will be neces- 
sary for the Railway and Power company 
to use the track of the Collins Park com- 
pany between Alabama and Hunter at all. 
They only use their tracks now between 
Hunter and Alabama, as shown by the 
evidence, as a line coming into the city, 


their cars going out on Broad anid thence- 


through Hunter to Whitehall. But the 
city undoubtedly has the right under this 
reservation to grant the right to condemn 
the use of the tracks of the Railway and 
Power company on these two blocks for 
the use of the Collins Park company and 
assuming such a right, it seems an in- 
evitable conclusion that such a change 
and readjustment of the tracks as may be 
fairly and reasonably necessary to make 
the reservation effective and to accom- 
plish its purpose can be directed and en- 
forced by the city authorities. 

The next separate grant to be consider- 
ed {s that of the right to use the portion 
of the tracks on Peachtree street between 
Auburn avenue and Edgewood avenue. 
The part of the Railway and Power com- 
pany's track sought to be condemned is 
238 feet, leaving the Railway and Power 
company’s tracks just below ‘Walton 
street. There was some difference be- 
tween counsel in argument as to whether 
or not this part of the track on Peachtree 
street sought to be condemned was one 
block or two blocks, but it betng onlv 
238 feet, it was finally conceded by counsel 
for the Railway and Power company that 
it could not be fairly claimed that it was 
more than one block. This also is un- 
questionably within the central portion 
of the city, and a necessity for its use 
in order to reach the central portion of 
the city is apparent. There was no abuse 
whatever of the discretion vested in the 
city council in so adjudigng, and it is un- 
necessary to say more gbout this partic- 
ular grant. Its location and the manner 
in which it is approached by the lines 
of the Collins Park company make its 
use a reasonable necessity which the city 
council had the right to declare. 

The next separate grant to be consider- 
ed is that on Loyd street between Mitch- 
ell and Garnett streets; Loyd street is six- 
ty feet wide; the Railway and Power com- 
any has now one track at this point. Its 
ine runs along Loyd street from a point 
north of Mitchell street to Garnett street 
just opposite to which it runs into Pul- 
liam street, which branches off on the 
east side of Loyd. The proposed line of 
the Collins-Park company will come down 
Mitchell street and turn into Loyd at 
Mitchell and run out Loyd street. The 
Railway and Power company’s track, as 
will be seen, leaves Loyd on the east side 
and the proposed Collins Park line will 
enter it on the west side. No reason 
whatever appears why each company at 
this point cannot have its own line. No 
evidence has been introduced and no 
argument has been made as to the sijtua- 
tion there sufficient to justify the court 
in holding that the city could reasonably 
and properly authorize the condemnation 
and use of that part of the Railway and 
Power company’s track. Each of the com- 
panies can pursue its own side of the 


street with perfect ease so far as anything | 


submitted in the case shows. The Collins 
Park company can enter this street at its 
west side and pursue its course along the 
west side to Garnett, from which point 
it goes on a street on which the Railway 
and Power company has no track. The 
Railway and Power company’s track 
comes into Loyd from Pulliam on the east 
side, and goes along Loyd street without 


interfering with, touching or crossing the | 
track of the Collins Park company at any | 


point. A suggestion to this effect came 
up during the argument of one of tha 
counsel for the complainants, and as it 
involved the removal of the track of the 
Railway and Power company from the 
center of the street to the east side, in- 
quiry was made if the Railway and Pow- 
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| er company wovld Move its tracks volun- 
tarily,.and the response of counsel was 
that while he was not fully authorized to 
speak for the company, he thought it 
would. It will be assumed that the Ralil- 
way and Power cOMpany will move its 
tracks at.the proper time so as to make 
room for the track of the Collins Park 
company on these tWo blocks, and applica- 
tion for further order of the court can be 
made if this assumption is erroneous. 

The next portion of the lines of the 
Railway and Pow@? Company, the con- 
demnation of -which is authorized, is on 
Peachtree street from Pine street to 4% 
point nearly opposite Porest avenue. It 
is unnecessary to détermine the necessity 
for the use of this part of the Railway 
and Power Company’sg track at present, 
except: in one respect. There has been 
considerable discussion as to whether any 
other route Was practicable to enable the 
Collins Park company to construct what 
is calied its Juniper street jine, but it is 
immaterial in the Jiew taken of thig par- 
ticular grant. The right to condemn this 
portion of the RailWay and Power Com- 
pany’s tracks, 1s, 4g are the other granis, 
based expressly on the reservation made 
by the city in the grant to the Railway 
and Power Oompany. It is earnestiy 
contended by counsel] for the Collins 
Park company that the action of the city 
counci] in adjudging the necessity for the 
use of the tracKs of the Raiiway and 
Power Company by tie Collins Park 
company, necessafily carried with it and 
embraced in it a determination of all thac 
was required in the charter of the Cu - 
ling Park company, in order to authorize 
condemnation. The right is not given by 
the city because of the necessities stated 
in the charter of the Colling Park com- 
pany, but because, aS they determine, it 
is necessary to enter the centra] portion 
of the city. 

‘It may be that if the gcity authorities 
consider, as they seclu to nave done, and 
as counsel tor tne Collins Park company 
argue here, they Can ailow the condemna- 
tion Of the track of the Railway and 
Power Company in any part of the city 
S80 iong aS the purpose js to ultimately 
reach the center of the city, that they 
Wvuld hold the use Of the track in ques- 
tion necessary for that purpose and would 
not adjudicate it to be necessary under 
the charter of the Col.ins Park company. 
Certainly where the property of one per- 
son igs taken for the use of another in this 
way, the authority under which the tak- 
ing is authorized should be strictiy pur- 
sued. If the city could act by virtue of 
its contract rights, and at the same time 
Carry With this action its consent to the 
exercise of rights existing under the char- 
ter of the Collins Park company, ‘he 
language used by which suco general 
result is ‘obtained “should be clear and 
unmistakab.e. It ig not so0 here, and 
therefore the rights that pass by the 
grant on this portion of Peachtree must 
be tested and ascertained by the terms of 
the reservation in the grant to the Con- 
solidated company. Tested by this, it is 
perfectly clear that it does not come 
Within the language of the reservation 
‘to enter the central portion of the city.’ 
It is unquestionably several blocks be- 
yond the extreme limits of what can 
fairly be considered the central portion 
of the city, and no right to condemn the 
track of the Railway and Power Com- 
pany at that point for the use of another 
company was, in the most liberal] view of 
it, embraced in this reservation. 

As the use of the track of the Railway 
and Power Company on three blacks only 
are now taken under the ‘reservation, it 
is unimportant to determine the extent 
of the reservation beyond what is con- 
ceded by both parties, and it is also un- 
important to determine whether or not 
the use of the track on two blocks on 
Mitchell street said to have been taken 
by the Atlanta Railway Company from 
the Consolidated company should be con- 
sidered in estimating the aggregate num- 
ber of blocks. 

The conclusion therefore {s that as to 
the track sought to be condemned and the 
method of condemning and using it on 
Whitehal] street from Mitchel] to Ala- 
bama, the injunction will be denied. 

As to the track on Peachtree street 
from Auburn avenue to a ~pvoint near 
Edgewood avenue, as explained in de- 
fendant’s answer, and the diagram subD- 
mitted, the injunction will be denied. 

As to the track on Loyd street from 
Garnett to Mitchell, the injunction wil 
be granted provided the Railway and 
Power Company moveg its track whe. 
necessary to the east side of the street to 
ailow the use of the west side by the Col- 
lins Park company. In that event, the 
action of the city authorities in condemii- 
ing the use of this track would be un- 
reasonable, even jf the use of this track 
is necessary to enier the centra)] portion 
of the city, which is not now determined, 
and which latter question may be left to 
future determination in the event fur- 
ther action is necessary. 

As to the portion of the Railway and 
Power Company's track on Peachtree 
street from Pine street to a point near 
Forrest avenue, for the 
the injunction will be granted. 

A decree may be taken denying an in- 
junction in the respects above indicated, 
and granting an injuction pendente ite

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The Last Word on Paris Fashions 


The “ast word” on Paris fashions fs 
contained in a letter from Katherine de 
Forest to Harper’s Bazaar as follows: 

“One evening ‘ast winter in New York, 
at a performanca of ‘Barbara Frietchie,’ 
the conversation between acts fell on the 
old-fashioned full flounced skirts, such as 
Barbara and those other gentle maidens 
of the sixties were wearing in the play, 
and some one asked: ‘Dag you guppose 
they Wil ever come in again?’ I, fresh 
from Paris, answereg ‘Full flounced 
gkirts are going to be worn next sum- 
mer,’ and then trembled. A few days 
ago, however, as I went for the first time 
in weeks into the Rue de la Paix, it was 
with a p.easing sense of inner satisfac- 
tion that I found full flounced gkirts the 
novelty of the season. Do not take gut 
an old-fashioned daguerreotype of war- 
times and copy the gown faithfully, But 
the newest things this summer will be 
dresses with much gathered fullness at 
the back and ruffles around the bottom. 
These models are shown not only in the 
dainty, diaphanous Materlais, out in 
heavy stuffs as well. 

“A jittle gown that wou'd be particu- 
larly pretty for summer traveling is made 
of one of those pretty gray basket stuffs 
specially adapted for journeying, The 
skirt is cut on the bias and gathered in 
the back. Around the bottom are two 
shaped ruffies, without fulness, each a 
quarter of a yard or so deep in front, 
and graduated up to about half a yard 
behind. These are bordered with fine 
knife-pleatings in gray faille of the ex- 
act shade of the dress. On the hips a 
little fulness is laid in six flat, narrow 
side p_eats. With the skirt goes a bolero 
buttoning at tha left side with big moth- 
er-of-pearl buttons, and finished with a 
deep sailor collar+borderéd with faille 
pleatings. 

“A smartt black sallor tie is worn with 
the costume, and let me gay in passing 
that on none of the newest things do you 
see the ties knotted twice that were so 
fashionable last winter. There seems to 
be a real rage for ties and‘cravats. You 
gee them everywhere, on everything, 
especially on the foulards, The smartest 
cravats are of accordion-p'’eated silk tied 
in two stiff little bows falling down long, 
with double ends. One delightful] little 
novelty I saw repeated frequently. Thi 
was a bit of black velvet caught in on 
either side of the front of the collar, 
and knotted into many loops on the "eft 
side.

The skirts of these 
dresses may be tucked lengthwise on 
either side of the front, or on the sides, 
or they may be in pleats stitched to the 
knees and then flaring; but the latest 
summer things all have full, gathered 
backs, 

“The foulards have never been prettier. 
A charming mode] that I saw Mme. 
Eames-Story wearing this witner in New 
York in cloth has been repeated for the 
Summer in foulard. The skirt is plain 
except for a shaped ruffle, attached to 
the main body of the skirt by a dainty 
Open work gailoon through which a rib- 
bon ig run. In a@ lovely cerise foulard 
covered with tiny black polka dots this 
idea of galloon is given by cutting out 
the materia] itself, just as we used to cut 
windows in paper doll houses by making 
sits and turning the paper back for 
blinds. This homely comparison is the 
only thing I can think of to illustrate 
this pretty effect, so ike lace, and yet not 
80 pretentious as lace. The corsage ~0 
this dress was in the form of a bolero 
with a batiste chemisette, through which 
Were run cerige ribbons.

This was worn with a skirt en- 
tirely tucked horizontally, but left loose 
at the bottom. 

“The bummer evening dresses? A great 
deal of mousseline, made of course with 
boleros, like the ducks for morning wer, 
the taffetas and foulards for afternoo 
like everything, in short, except the laces 
and muslins. Here ig a fascinating white 
mousseline frock I saw worn last even- 
ing at a little dinner: The entire skirt 
was tucked, the front in tabiler effect, 
with the tucks loose below the knees, 
and the rounded and tucked sides border- 
ed with lace lapped over this.

The biennial local board entertainment com- 
mittee has arranged features of interest on so- 
cial lines; and to meet an express demand, the 
finely appointed building known as ‘‘the Athe- 
naeum,’’ (of interest to club women as the 
result of the pioneer woman’s stock company) 
is to be a center for the informal intercourse 
of delegates and visiting club members. 

Only an outline can be given, but the Dien- 
nial local board trusts that it may inspire a 
feeling of confidence in the general plan, as 
well as a desire to become a particpant, for 
it is the club women of the land who are to 
contribute the crowning result by bringing 
to the deliberations wise counsel, calm meth- 
ods and earnest sympethy, .

Vrs. Swift Now Asks Court To Declare 


DEED WHEN INSANE 


It Void. 


SHE FILES HER PETITION 


Alleges She Was Not Responsible for 
What Was Done. 


HEARING OF THE MATTER HAS BEEN SET 


Petition Seeks To Restrain Those to 
Whom Notes Were Given from 
Proceeding To Collect.

Probably one*of the most remarka- 
ble requests ever made of the  supertor 
court in Fulton county was contained in 
a petition which was filed yesterday by 
Mrs. Anna @wift. She asks the court to 
annul certain notes, deeds and a mort- 
gage that she gave to property, alleging 
that she was insane at the time they 
were given. 

The petition of complaint fs filed against 
Samuel sarnett, the Security Investment 
company, of Bridgeport, Conn., and H. 
D. Allen, of Milledgeville. 

Mrs. Swift, who is represented’ by At- 
torneys Wt H. Terrell and Ss. C. Tapp, 
sets forth In her petition to the court 
that she was the owner of a lot and 
residence on South Pryor street and in 
July of 1894-borrowed $202 from Samuel 
Barnett on a promissory note, which 
was to fall due July 1, 1899. 

The interest on this note was payable 
semi-annually and to secure the loan 
she gave Mr. Barnett a deed to the prop- 
erty on South Pryor street. Or’ the same 
day in 1894 she also borrowed $3,250 from 
the Security Inyestment company and 
gave four promissory notes, three for 
$1,000 each and one for $250. All these 
notes fell due on July 1, 1899, and to se- 
cure them she gave a deed to the prop- 
erty. 

On May 14, 1898 she says she gave a 
promissory note for $821.78 to H. D. 
Allen, which was to bear 8 per cent in- 
terest and fell due November 1], 1898. To 
secure the payment of this note she 
states she gave a mortgage on the South 
Pryor street property. 

The petition goes on to say that in Oc- 
tober of last year both Samuel Barnett 
and the Security investment company 
filed suits against her to recover oh the 
notes given and asked for judgments 
against the land. 

Says She Was Insane. 

Continuing, the petition alleges that 
at the time she executed and delivered 
the notes and aeeds to Samuel Barnett 
and Security investment company, she 
was insane and for that reason, she 
states, the notes and deeds are void and 
of no binding force or effect upon her. 

Mrs. Swift avers that the considera- 
tion of the note and mortgage executed 
and delivered to H, D. Allen was for al- 
leged medical services rendered her by 
Alken upon the request of and under a 
special contract with her husband, C. H. 
Swift while she was insane. She 
charges that this debt is that of her hus- 
band and was so Known to be by Allen 
at the time she signed the note for $821.78 
and delivered to him the mortgage on the 
property to secure the payment of tho 
note. 1 

She alleges that for this reason the 
promissory note and mortgage are void 
and are of no binding force or effect upon 
her. She avers that the deeds and mort- 
gages are a cloud upon her title to the 
land and also alleges that she is without 
a full and adequate remedy at law. 

The petition asks to have all the deeds, 
notes and the mortgages declared null 
and void; and the defendants be required 
to deliver to her the notes, deeds and 
mortgage and that the record of them 
be canceled. She asks further that the 
suits instituted against her by Samuel 
Barnett and the Security Investment 
company be forever enjoined and res- 
trained and that the defendants be re- 


strained from prosecuting them further. 
Judge J. H. Lumpkin yesterday signed 


an order requiring the defendants to ap- | 
pear before him next Monday morning | 


to show cause why the injunction and 
restraint prayed for should not be grant- 
ed.
